LTHOUGH rain fell in the morning, 
A there was good weather for to-day's 


opening of the great Limerick Show of 
horses, cattle, sheep, swine, butter, poultry, 
farm and garden produve. 
The entries generally show an increase on 
those of last year, and are made up as 
follows :—

Each of the sections has been supported by 
exhibits from a very wide area, and the 
exhibits generally in point of merit have 
attained a high level. 

With its spacious horticultural hall and 
industrial arcade, together with the large 
marquees for poultry and home industry 
exhibits, the grounds presented an animated 
appearance, and while judging was in pro- 
ress during the early part of the day a great 
eal of silent activity was noticeable, 

The judges got through their work ex- 
peditiously, and in the afternoon the public 
were free to inspect the various exhibits or 
to watch the jumping competitions, 


YOUNG HORSES. 


In the classes for horses forward to-day, 


youngsters predominated, and several of 
them showed great promise. 

The Bailey Cup for thoroughbred - brood 
mares was won by Captain J. F. O’Grady’s 
15 years old Brown Ivy. 

reé-year-old geldings were an extremely 
useful lot, and Mr. John M. O’Brien, Lawless- 
town, Clonmel, won two first prizes with a 
fine bay, Knight of the South, by Knight of 
Kilcash. 

Three-year-old fillies provided a ‘surprise, 
as Mr. B. O’Donneil’s chestnut, which led in 
the class for such fillies likely to make a 
huntress, was not even noticed in the class 
for three-year-olds likely to make ‘chasers. 
This filly was first as a foal yearling and 
two-year-old, and is a half-sister to the Dublin 
Olympia winner, Sir Francis, also bred by 
Mr. O’Donnell. 

Two-year-olds were exceptionally good, and 
no fewer than seven were selected for vetting 


before the awards were made, but the same. 


animal did not win in the hurter and 'chaser 
classes. 

Thoroughbred stallions, though not a large 
class, showed plenty of quality, and Mr.

BULLS AND CALVES. 


Bul's and calves were the principal cattle 
classes to-day, and pecigree stock were highly 
meritorious, especially in the shorthorn and 
older Hereford classes. The ball calves, 
though well bred, were rather disappointingly 
brought «at. 

As regards sheep, Messrs. J. F. Wright 
and Nicholas Fitzgerald, who acted as 
judges, were favourably impressed by the 
ong-wools, more especially the registered 
Galway section. Most of these, as will be 
seen, came from leading County Galway 
flocks, and were certainly good advertise- 
ments for the breed of sheep which has made 
the county famous. 

In the dairy shorthorn bull classes leading 
honours were accounted for by Mr. Patrick 
Phelan, with his v-:ll-developed roan, Coagh 
Double Dairy, by Dairy Model out of August 
a Princess; and Mr. H. R. Bailey, with 
Ballinakiln Princely Leader, by Carguston 
Highland Leader out of Haughty Princess II. 

The best of the older Hereford b=lls was 
Mr. Philip Kennedy’s well-grown Tipperary

INSURANCE FRAUD CASE 
MENTIONED.

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 


Mr. J. Nolan-Whelan (instructed by Mr. D. 
H. Charles) mentioned the case of Henry 
Coleman, Charlotte street, now awaiting trial 
on bail on a charge of attempting to obtain 
by false pretences a sum of £20,000 from the 
New Ireland Insurance Company, with whom 
a house and property in Charlotte street had 
been insured. 

Counsel said that, pending trial, it was 
necessary that his client should have some 
allowance. There was a sum of £11,000 in 
stocks and shares in the court, and he applied 
for £6 a week out of the dividends accruing 
on those. The Official Assignee was willing 
to consent to an allowance of £5, as the 
payment would be out of income and not 
out of capital. 

An order was made for the payment of an 
allowance of £5 a week pending the trial. 


BANK’S ACTION. 


The case was mentioned of Lloyd’s Bank 
against John Lane, Marina terrace, Victoria 
road, Cork. The Bank, as trustees under 
the will of the Earl of Listowel, had asked 
for a declaration that they were entitled te 
the exclusive right to hold fairs and markets 
in Listowel and to the tolls and customs of 
those fairs and markets. They had further 
asked for an injunction restraining the defen- 
dant from disturbing or interfering with their 
rights by purchasing eggs, fowl or other com- 
modities Bad persons coming to the town, 
except in the market-place, and for an in- 
junction restraining the defendant from tres- 
passing on the square of Listowel by using 
it for the purpose of making such purchases. 

According to an affidavit made in the case, 
the defendant had erected an improvised shop 
on the square, and on each successive Friday 
this shop assumed larger dimensions until 
18th August it covered an area of 400 by 600 
square feet, 


J. Byrne and Co.), for the plaintiffs, Said 
that a consent had now been signed by the 
defendant’s solicitors disclaiming any rights 
and undertaking not to trespass again on the 
square of Listowel or an any other portion 
of plaintiff's property. He a also under- 
taken to pay the recognised tolls and charges. 
Counsel said that no further trouble was 
anticipated, and expected the defendant 
would regard himself as bound by the under- 
taking signed by his solicitors. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that, in view of 
the undertaking, the case would be adjourned 
for a fortnight so that a consent signed by 
defendant himself could be obtained and made 
a rule of court. 


RECEIVER APPOINTED. 


Mr. Alexander Lynn (instructed by Messrs. 
Henry Concannon and Co.) applied for the 
appointment of a receiver over lands in the 
possession of Michael and Bina Carr, amount- 
ing to over 200 acres, and situate in the 
counties of Dublin and Kildare. The applica- 
tion was made on behalf of Mrs. Anne Lohan, 
of Menlough, Ballinasloe, who had got judg- 
ment against the Carrs for £567. Counsel 
stated that Michael Carr had paid no land 
annuities for 14 years, and no income tax for 
10 years. “I am willing,”’ said Mr, Lynn 
“to pay ten times my fees in th case to 
find out how he did that. 

Mr. Maurice Walker (instructed by Messrs. 
McDermott and Allen), for the Munster and 
Leinster Bank, said that there were a number 
of charges on the lands, and he was in favour 
of the application. 

The application was granted, 


TO BE RELEASED. 


Mr. Patrick F. O'Reilly (for Messrs. J. 
Travers Wolfe and Co.) applied for the 
release from prison of Maurice Joseph Brants- 
field, of Midleton, Co. Cork. He explained 
that his client had been defendant in a case 
in which the Munster and Leinster Society, as 
plaintifis, sought to recover £500 due by him 
on foot of a mortgage on licensed premises in 
Main street, Midleton. About 18 months ago 
the defendant was committed to prison for 
failing to hand over possession of the premises 
as directed by the Court. He had been in 
prison ever since, but had now sent a full 
apology, and had undertaken not to interfere 
further with the course of the proceedings. 

Mr. G. Murnaghan (instructed by Messrs. 
Lynch and Deering) appeared for plaintiffs. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that he would 
give defendant another chance, and granted 
the application. 


£1,000 DAMAGES CLAIM. 


Mr. William Black (instructed by Mr. 
Desmond 0’Hagan) applied on behalf of the 
defendant to have remitted to the Drogheda 
Circuit Court an action in which Miss Mar- 

aret Dillon, Newtown, Drogheda, claimed 

1,000 damages against Patrick J. Gallagher, 
draper and outfitter, 7 Shop street, Drogheda, 
for alleged wrongful dismissal. 

According to the affidavits in the case, 
plaintiff had been in the employment of the 
defendant for nine years prior to the 16th 
May, 1931, on which date defendant made 
with her an agreement to retain her in his 
service for at least a further eight years at 
a salary of £2 12s. 6d. per week. unless he 
died or ceased business in the meantime. She 
was not to be dismissed without reasonable 
cause, such as wilful neglect, default or 
disobedience. Plaintiff alleged that on 16th 
May, 1933, defendant dismissed her without 
just cause, and she claimed £1,000 damages. 

It was directed that the case stand ad- 
journed for four weeks. when it would be 
transferred to the Circuit Court, if, in the 
meantime, defendant signed a consent agreeing 
that the Circuit Judge should have unlimited 
jurisdiction and would decide the costs. The 
defendant should also undertake to deliver 
his defence within four weeks,
